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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's have filed a Declaration under Rule 
1 .131 to declare that the claimed invention was conceived and recorded before the patent granted to Lezdey et al. (US 6,096,327). 
However, it is the position of the examiner that the declararlon does not overcome the rejection. The claimed declaration states that a 
formulation of lubriderm:milk and alpha 1 -antitrypsin was applied to transgenic mice. The claimed invention with the exception of claims 7 
and 10 does not disclose the use of milk, the claims are drawn to a composition containing a serine protease inhibitor. The prior art does 
not disclose the use of milk. The only disclosure of milk in the prior art is that it is used in describing the type of consistency of the 
composition. Therefore, the prior art reads on the claimed invention and the declaration does not overcome rejection . 
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
